Bishop of the City Council, "to adver- 
tise Oakland as a hotbed of disease, 
vtiili poor sewerage and filthy streets, 
vvbeu, as a matter of fr.ct, taking the 
cily as a whole, there is not a healthier, 
or a cleaner, or n belter sewered city on 
the continent than Oakland to-day. It 
is a shame then to publish to the world 
that a state of afl'airs directly to tbe 
contrary exists.

•Concerning apricots ant' peac hos: 


You cannot make good dr ed fruit 


if the fruit is packed too green. Let it 
get thoroughly ripe--j ast rip< for eat- 
ing. 1'ick it carefully in bast i ts, haul 
it iu a spring wagon to the cutting 
ghed, pit the /ruit at.d lay it >n trays 
2x8 teet or 3x3 nia.le of lumber, the 
fruit placed cut s de np, :md not 
crowded. 1'ut the trays as soon as 
possible into the su pliur house, and 
subject ii to tho fumes of sulphur 
from forty minutes i > an houi. Take 
the trays from the sulphur house and 
place them on the grxninu in : lie san. 
On a hillside sloping south the best. 
The quicker you can dr- the iruit the 
better. Let the fruit get as irv as a 
•chip. 


For boxing use sea joned ?ug ar pine, 


•size of bos lo hold 2c pounds, (1x0x16, 
inside hieasure, lutuoer dressed on 
both sides nailed with 3 penny 
nails.

When the fruit ia dry put it from 
the trays into COpou id bose:- and let 
it stay until rajtdj- tc pack.

Then Mr. Hanifin read' 'his retiring 


speech to the board as follows : 


ilr. CViai'rainn and Gentlemen of the 


liituid: I became a member of this 
board in the year 1830 and hi- ye boon 
cuntin-ioualy a nieiuber from tliat date 
until the present. 


During a considerable portion of that 


time 1 have been your chairman, and 
thus have been brought into intimate 
personal relation with the members of 
the hoard and have become, 1 think, 
fairly conversant with the atl'aijs of the 
county. 


This beiiiR the period of my retire- 


ment, ii[io!: expiration of my icrm of 
I'rtice. I think it tit that I should spenk 
briefly of the a Hairs of the cou:ity and 
of my connection and yours ihiTPwith. 


"When I entered the board, the prac- 


tice of the Board of Supervisors for 
many years l:ad been to levy a i,ax fiuf- 
ficient to pny the claims aga nst the 
countv ui> to about the month of Oc'o- 
ber o.'"(he lollowir.eyear; the warrants 
were registered and allowed to craw in- 
terest at the rate ot 7 per cent per an- 
unm, until the next year's tax-as ca:ne 
in. 1'nder this plan, the claims against 
the county increased year by yinr, and 
the county became farther and t'arther 
in debt, until linully in some yi ars the 
uiouev received from taxes sulflced to 
par claims no farther in the yeur than 
Miirch. Thus tlie county was obliged 
tc jiay interest on warrants wh uh had 
betniegisterrd almost a year. 


Matters thus continued so that ill the 


year l^S! more than $100,000 i:i war- 
rants ou the county were reg sterctl, 
upuii whii'b it vas payina inter .'St at 7 
per cent per annum, and at the same 
t'me it had no moneys with which to 
pay either principal or interest. This 
unbu-shiess like method was p "Otluct- 
ive of many evils. The registered war- 
rants were Ubuailv sold to 'brokers at a 
discount ol from ;> to 10 per cent, thus 
compelling laborers and other people 
who dealt with the county to receive 
less than thoir due. 
Tbo metht d com- 


pelled the payment oi lur^e sums in in- 
terest, while the county was r ch nnd 
;;ble to lake all the advantages of cash 
dciiiin^. i:i addition it v;;is fnuud in 
receiving bids for pubiic work Bidders 
invariably added the discount 
po their 


bids, bringing the cost to the co.iuty of 
public r/ork to a much greati r sum 
than it ought to luive been, in a-ldition 
to the interest to be paid upon t le war- 
runt. 


At ihat time I, in common '.^ ith my 


fellow iiiemlie;a, fully realizing lhattbe 
metiioii which had obtained was vicious 
and unbusinesslike, ca^tatoutfcr some 
means to place the county upor a cash 
basid, an she ought always to ha\ e been. 
We had lor a long time been ha.upered 
by ambiguous legislation. Many acts 
hud been passed by the Legislature con- 
cerning county government and the 
fiscal rela'.ions of the counties. 
We 


found in these acts much contrariety 
and conflictfiur decisions, and found 
also conflicting decisions of the courts 
touching the validity of variousaHs and 
pans thereof. 


In the year I83;i. however, upc n resc- 


ItK.iou of this board weisbtiod the bonds 
of ibe county to the amount of $ .19.00U, 
and from the proceeds paid all the float- 
ing indebtedness. These bonds only 
drew ti per cent intereyt per Pnnuin. 
We then immediately raised money 
enough by taxation to put tbo 2ounty 
on a cash basis, and we have jo kept it 
ever since. By this action this board 
solved the financial difficulties of the 
county , aud i'rom the time of tha issu- 
ance of the bonds, the county has paid 
cash to all just i:laiuuints, cutting on" 
entirely all interest accoant, bringing 
down its bids on contract worktocnsh, 
and being able to pay to all vho worked 
for the county or furmsLed it with ma- 
terial, '.Le full value of such serv;ct; and 
material, 
without deduction t.r dis- 


count. 


These bonds "wore made payable in 


lrf!>4 or at the option of the bjaid, and 
under this option we have alre.-idy re- 
deemed Slot O'JO of these bonds without 
going into debt and still keepi.ig the 
county ou a cash basis. 
1 do not menu in speaking of ;i cash 


basis, that there has nevor bei n any 
ifOMting debt, butsuch Hoir.ing dfbt hss 
aiwavs been iucoiisideriible, und v, e have 
never been without means to pyy war- 
rants upon pre.senta:ion.

J t ia gratifying to note that in :dl this 


p:iy:nfu! oE debt, and the absolute aud 
radical cbimue eil'ected by us in tbo 
ail'airs of ihrM.ouiiLy, we have bef n able 
to accomplish the whole without bur- 
dening the people by taxation to a 
greater extent than they had beer, taxed 
fcefore.

Froui the report of the County Audi- 


tor on the financial condition u? the 
county made October 1, Lv^S, it a ipears 
that the total amount oi bonds out- 
standing was then $155,000, the floating 
debt of the couutv $1-1*2 21, will, inter- 
est thereon, $25; making tlie tohii $159.- 
507 21 ; that the cash in the Treasury 
applicable to payment of indebtedness 
was then $'\1,B75 itO^ r.ud that in addi- 
tion the real propertv be'onging to the 
county was of the value of $740,0 fl. 


Since that time $20,000 of the County 


Building bonds have been redeeircd. It 
thus appears that the tinancial affairs 
of the county are in sound condition, 
am! I think we have just rea: on to 
frhcitate ourselves upor. thefaci. We 
are paying too nigh a rate of interest 
upon these building bonds, but for thai 
tV ere appears to be now no remedy. 
These bonds were issued under an act 
of the Legislature passed in 1873 74 for 
the purpose of building county tniild- 
ings. Tbe act itself tix.e(J the rate of in- 
terest. We long ago realized tbat the 
rate was too high and that the county;s 
bonds could be sold at a much lower 
rate, and in fact we commenced pro- 
ceedings to refund the bonds. We were 
nietby objections from thebond holders 
and thereupon sought legal advice, from 
wh'ch it was made to appear taat we 
h»d no relief. 
This county has elegant and com- 


modious county buildings — Courthouse, 
Jail. Hall of Records, Keceiviug 'dospi- 
tal, and County 
Hospital— bu idings 


which will be ample for many yjars to 
come, so tbat no large expense can be 
lorseen iu tlm direction. She ha< large 
grounds adjacent to her buildings, aud 
particularly surrounding her htspital. 


L>urini? all these years she ha; cored 


for her surVeri.ni: indigent sick oud de- 
serving poor, where the circumstances 
seemed to warrant and require belp. so 
tbat to-d^y she stands a typical Amer- 
ican commonwealth, paying ci.sb for 
all value, caring for her citizens, rich, 
prosperous, and happy. 
I take no particular credit to i-jyself, 


anymore th»u I nave participated in 
•bringing abouC tuc result, t'aques- 
tionably it ia true that without the sa- 
gacity and forethought and earnest par- 
pose of the aaembero of this bourt ,£hese 
results would not have been obtained. 


If cfTairs aa they existed in 1880 had 
not been corrected, and if the policy 
which had heretofore obtained had been 
followed, this county would have been 
virtually bankrupt. 
I consider that this board has man- 


aged tbeafl'airsof this county, since my 
connection with the board, as prudently 
and properly aa a prudent business man 
wou'd manage his own ali'airs, and that 
is, I behove, the test. Certainly no more 
unremitting coil and thought could have 
been given 'to th«se matters by the men 
composinj; this board if the subject had I 
been one ot personal interest alone. 


During the first two years of my 


membership in the board tbere were no 
suilicient checks regulating the financial 
operations of the officers and fiscal 
agents of the county, but this has been 
remedied, so that to-day '.here has been 
built upon the law, in the way of rules 
and regulations, as complete a system of 
clieckandcountercheckasany in nseby 
banks, and as nearly piirfect as pos- 
sible. 
UurinR my eight years' membership 


I have unen four vears cuairman of this 
body. 
While in that position I can 


justly say that 1 have tried to perform 
inr whole duty, remembering always 
to be courteOus'and kind. In that time 
I have never had cause to complain ot 
any member of the board or any dis- 
courtesy or unkinctness. 


In all the labors of this board it has 


been materially assisted by Mr. Board- 
uuui, who, i.i "the discharge of his, du- 
ties as County Clerk, has personally 
acted as Clerk of this board. I cannot 
speak too highly of the ability, intce- 
ntv, and industry of Mr. Bonrdman iu 
that c*iiacify; prompt and ready at al 
times, we have always had the benefit 
of his keen intelligence, ready resource, 
and vast fund of infi-rmaiion. 1 i'eel 
that we all are and have been under 
obligation to Mr. Ucmrdman for the as- 
sistance and 
the kindly, courteous 


way in which, he has discliurgcd his du- 
ties. 


Of course I came to the discharge ol 


the duties of chairman inexperienced 
in many of the reuuirments oi the po- I 
aUiun.

measures. 1 consider that his influence 
in the board was great and good; he 
was a good chairman and a good iue:n- 
ber. 


Mr. Muiloy, who sat with U3 a con- 


siderable time, merits all the approba- 
tion and praise that I can express. 


Mr. McClane aud Mr. Clement, and 


Mr. Meyers, and Mr. Fallon. us also 
Mr. Bailey, have all been members of 
the board during my membership and 
have retired to other scenes; they were 
all just and good :uca, possessing the 
confidence of their constituents and 
laboring for the pubui: good. I extend 
to them kindly greeting, and thunk 
them with you. 


Others who have sat with us during 


the eight yearn past have gone beyond 
the reach of my voice; Mr. Martin and 
Mr. Keyes have passed away. Their 
public actions, us well as their private 
lives, were without blame. White they 
sat here they performed their duty 
well; in fact, "l am proud to say that 
during my connection with this bonrd 
there has oeen no stain upon the char- 
acter of any man who has sat therein. 


Again thanking you, gentlemen, for 


your Kindness iu the past, assuring you 
of my friendship and regard, and of my 
satisfaction that the interests oi tue 
county rest in yo'ir hands and assuring 
you of niy kindly feeling and regard, 
i retire from this board.
